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PREFACE 


The  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania  has  provided  special 
services  to  its  handicapped  for  well  over  a century  in  the 
fields  of  diagnosis,  medical  treatment,  education,  institu- 
tional care  and  rehabilitation.  While  early  emphasis  had 
been  placed  upon  rendering  these  services  to  indigent 
citizens  of  the  Commonwealth,  the  trend  has  shifted  since 
the  close  of  the  second  World  War.  Not  only  are  services 
being  offered  to  those  who  need  them  most,  but  the  type  and 
volume  of  such  services  have  broadened  and  increased.  Examples 
of  new  services  can  be  found  in  the  field  of  special  education, 
in  vocational  rehabilitation,  and  in  the  development  of  new 
procedures  for  admission  and  treatment  of  mentally  retarded 
children  in  state  institutions. 

This  digest  of  Pennsylvania  laws  relating  to  the 
handicapped  has  been  prepared  by  the  Governor's  Committee 
for  the  Handicapped.  Its  purpose  is  to  serve  as  an  aid  to 
volunteer  agencies,  to  public  officials,  and  to  those  of  the 
general  public  who  may  wish  to  know  just  what  services  the 
Commonwealth  provides  for  its  handicapped  citizens.  This 
digest  was  prepared  with  the  assistance  of  the  Department  of 
Justice,  and  representatives  to  the  Governor's  Committee  for 
the  Handicapped  from  the  Departments  of  Public  ’Welfare,  Health, 
Labor  and  Industry  and  Public  Instruction. 

To  all  those  who  contributed  so  generously  of  their  time 
and  energies,  the  Governor's  Committee  for  the  Handicapped  is 
most  grateful. 
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ORGANIZATION 


This  manual  is  divided  into  five  sections,  each 
section  treating  the  services  provided  to  handicapped 
or  disabled  individuals  by  a particular  department  of 
the  State  Government.  These  individual  sections  are 
generally  descriptive  of  the  activities  and  functions 
of  the  department  concerned  and  include,  in  most 
instances,  the  policy  of  that  department  in  regard  to 
the  services  provided  by  it.  Each  section  is  followed 
by  a subsection  which  contains  digests  of  the  statutory 
authority  for  the  services  described. 


EXPLANATORY  NOTES 


The  source  material  for  the  digests  of  laws  relating 
to  the  handicapped  is  "Purdon's  Pennsylvania  Statutes, 
Annotated".  The  summaries  herein  are  non-technical  in 
nature  and  are  by  no  means  to  be  construed  as  authorita- 
tive. The  digests  are  listed  under  the  subsection 
applicable  to  the  cognizant  department  in  numerical  order. 
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SECTION  I 


DEPARTMENT  OF  HEALTH 


The  Department  of  Health  was  created  by  the  Act  of  April  27,  1905, 
(P.L.  312),  and  is  headed  by  the  Secretary  of  Healtho  The  new  organi- 
zational plan  for  the  department  establishes  six  broad  areas  of  admini- 
stration - the  executive  office,  the  office  of  the  deputy  secretary, 
and  the  four  bureaus  of  preventive  services,  local  health  services,  en- 
vironmental health  services,  and  nursing. 

The  Bureau  of  Preventable  Disease  is  one  of  four  responsible  for 
the  planning  aspects  of  the  administration  of  public  health  programs. 

It  is  composed  of  seven  divisions.  Services  for  handicapped  children 
are  provided  through  the  Division  of  Maternal  and  Child  Health. 

The  following  programs  of  the  Division  of  Maternal  and  Child  Health 
are  presently  active: 

Hospital  Consultation  Service 

In  order  to  reduce  the  10,000  deaths  that  occur  each  year  between 
the  period  of  after  sixteen  weeks  of  gestation  and  one  month  of  life, 
and  to  try  to  reduce  the  number  of  handicapped  children  born,  consul- 
tation is  provided  in  hospitals,  on  request,  by  a nurse  and  a physician 
around  the  use  of  facilities  in  the  prenatal  clinic,  delivery  room,  and 
nursery.  In-service  training  is  also  provided  to  nurses  in  the  care  of 
the  pregnant  mother  and  newborn  infant. 

Well  Child  Supervision 

Well  child  health  supervision  is  provided  to  over  30,000  children 
each  year  through  well  child  conferences  or  well  baby  clinics.  Approx- 
imately 171  such  conferences  are  administered  by  the  Department  of  Health, 
which  provide  for  physician  examination  and  the  early  detection  of  handi- 
capping conditions,  immunizations,  and  parental  counseling. 

Children  from  birth  to  school  age,  who  are  not  receiving  supervision 
from  private  physicians  and  who  would  not  otherwise  receive  health  super- 
vision, are  eligible  for  this  care. 

Accident  Prevention 

The  Division  of  Maternal  and  Child  Health  has  established,  with  the 
cooperation  of  hospitals  and  practicing  physicians,  70  poison  control 
centers  located  in  hospitals,  to  provide  information  on  the  toxic  ingred- 
ients of  household  products  and  other  substances  children  may  ingest,  as 
well  as  information  regarding  the  proper  antidotes  to  use  in  treatment. 

The  Department  of  Health,  through  the  Bureau  of  Environmental  Health, 
operates  a program  designed  to  assist  communities  in  preventing  accidental 
injuries  and  deaths. 
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Hearing  Conservation 

Diagnostic  and  treatment  services  as  well  as  hearing  aids  are  pro- 
vided by  the  Department  to  pre-school  and  school  age  children  who  are 
suspected  to  be,  or  who  are,  hard  of  hearing.  Diagnostic  services  are 
presently  purchased  from  medical  centers  rather  than  being  provided  by 
department  staff.  Any  child  under  age  16  with  hearing  loss  or  disease 
of  the  middle  ear  is  eligible  if  referred,  with  precedence  being  given 
to  pre-school  age  children  with  hearing  loss.  Children  from  16  to  21 
are  also  accepted  if  found  to  be  ineligible  for  care  under  the  Bureau 
of  Rehabilitation. 

Cleft  Palate  and  Plastic  Surgery 

The  Department  of  Health  recognizes  eight  clinics  for  provision  of 
diagnostic  and  treatment  service  to  children  with  cleft  lip  and/or  cleft 
palate,  or  other  congenital  or  acquired  abnormalities  requiring  plastic 
surgery.  The  services  include  hospitalization,  surgery,  general  dental 
care,  orthodontia,  prosthodontia,  psychological  and  otological  testing, 
speech  therapy,  and  referral  to  vocational  rehabilitation.  Children  up 
to  16  years  with  any  of  the  above  conditions  may  be  referred  to  this  ser- 
vice, as  well  as  those  between  16  and  21  if  found  to  be  ineligible  under 
the  Bureau  of  Rehabilitation. 

Children’s  Heart  Program 

Seventeen  diagnostic  clinics  for  children  who  have,  or  who  are  sus- 
pected of  having,  heart  disease  are  operated  by  the  Department  of  Health. 
When  a diagnosis  of  congenital  heart  disease  is  made,  there  is  provision 
for  further  study  and  surgery  in  selected  medical  centers  in  the  State, 
with  the  approval  of  the  referring  physician.  The  referring  physician 
receives  a complete  report  of  clinic  findings  and  recommendations. 

Any  child  under  21  having  rheumatic  fever  or  heart  disease  is  eli- 
gible for  this  service. 

The  Orthopedic  Program 

Diagnosis  and  evaluation  is  provided  in  35  orthopedic  clinics  in 
strategic  areas  of  the  State,  The  program  also  provides  hospital  care, 
surgery,  x-rays,  braces,  artificial  limbs,  physical  therapy,  convalescent 
care,  and  public  health  nursing.  To  facilitate  planning  for  total  rehab- 
ilitation, pediatric,  social  services  and  nutrition  consultation  are 
also  available.  An  evaluation  and  training  service  for  amputees  has  also 
been  established.  These  children  and  their  families  benefit  by  the  ser- 
vices of  the  amputee  team  which  offers  the  necessary  treatment  and  training 
for  the  functional  use  of  a prosthesis. 

Children  under  21  years  are  eligible  for  evaluation  and  consultation 
without  cost. 

In  all  of  the  above  programs,  parents  are  expected  to  share  that 
portion  of  the  cost  which  will  not  impose  an  unreasonable  burden  on  the 
family.  However,  there  is  no  charge  for  diagnostic  evaluation  and  con- 
sultation services. 
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The  State  Hospital  for  Crippled  Children 

Originally,  the  case  load  of  this  hospital  consisted  of  children 
with  bone  and  joint  tuberculosis  and  osteomyelitis.  As  these  diseases 
were  controlled,  the  hospital  was  filled  with  victims  of  poliomyelitis. 
Lately,  polio  cases  have  decreased  and  patients  are  being  admitted  with 
a variety  of  orthopedic  and  neuromuscular  disorders.  The  210  bed  hospital 
also  treats  certain  children  requiring  long-term  care  and  plastic  surgery 
for  extensive  burns.  There  has  been  recently  established  services  for 
children  both  without,  or  who  have  lost,  an  extremity  through  an  acci- 
dent. The  services  of  the  hospital  include  medical,  nursing  physiotherapy, 
speech  therapy,  audiology  and  occupational  therapy.  Orthopedic  out-patient 
clinics  are  conducted  on  a weekly  basis. 

Children  up  to  21  years  are  eligible  for  out-patient  clinic  care 
and  hospitalization. 

The  School  Health  Program 

The  School  Health  Program  is  jointly  administered  by  the  Departments 
of  Health  and  Public  Instruction.  It  serves  as  a preventative  case  find- 
ing program  for  children  who  are  handicapped  or  in  danger  of  becoming 
handicapped.  The  success  of  the  program  depends  upon  the  close  cooper- 
ation of  the  Departments  of  Health,  Public  Instruction,  Labor  and  Industry, 
Public  Welfare  and  local  school  administrators,  which  cooperation  is  well 
developed. 

Educational  Programs 

The  Department  provides  in-service  training  for  physicians,  school 
nurses,  and  nurses  working  in  the  maternity  and  newborn  facilities  of 
hospitals.  The  Department  also  supports  financially  the  maternal  and 
child  health  teaching  program  and  a special  medical  social  teaching  pro- 
gram at  the  University  of  Pittsburgh. 

Research  Programs 

The  Department  supports  research  in  the  provision  of  services  to 
mentally  retarded  children  at  St.  Christopher's  Hospital  in  Philadel- 
phia. It  also  supports  research  in  hearing  loss  among  children  and  in 
the  health  needs  of  school  children  at  the  University  of  Pittsburgh. 
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Division  of  Behavioral  Problems 


a.  The  section  of  alcoholic  studies  and  rehabilitation  was  estab- 
lished in  accordance  with  Act  No.  338  of  the  1953  Legislature 
to  study  the  problems  of  alcoholism;  to  treat  and  rehabilitate 
persons  addicted  to  alcoholic  beverages;  and  to  promote  through 
educational  programs  the  prevention  of  alcoholism  as  a disease. 

The  section  provides  out-patient  treatment  for  alcoholism  in 
eight  state-supported  or  state-operated  clinics  throughout  the 
Commonwealth.  Long-term  rehabilitation  facilities  are  offered 
at  the  State  Rehabilitation  Center  for  Alcoholism  located  on 
the  grounds  of  the  Danville  State  Hospital.  Active  research 
in  the  problems  of  alcoholism  is  being  conducted  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Pennsylvania  and  at  the  Danville  State  Hospital. 

b.  The  section  of  narcotic  drug  control  is  responsible  for  the 
enforcement  of  acts  regulating  the  prescribing,  administering 
or  dispensing  of  narcotics,  barbituric  acid  compounds  and 
other  hypnotic  or  dangerous  drugs. 

This  section  places  special  emphasis  upon  the  rehabilitation 
of  narcotics  addicts  and  upon  educational  programs  designed  to 
prevent  narcotic  addiction. 

Division  of  Dental  Health 

The  Division  of  Dental  Health  carries  out  a program  for  children 
up  to  16  years  of  age,  providing  orthodontic  treatment  for  dental-facial 
deformity  which  is  not  associated  with  cleft  palate.  Another  program 
provides  hospital  care  for  dental  work  for  children  suffering  from 
cerebral  palsy  or  mental  retardation,  since  such  dental  work  requires 
special  technique,  however,  the  division  will  aid  in  providing  such 
care  only  if  there  is  no  other  source  of  aid,  public  or  private,  avail- 
able.

DEPARTMENT  OF  HEALTH 


Title  24,  Education,  Chapter  1,  Public  School  Code  of  1949 

Article  XIV,  School  Health  Services  (The  provisions  of  the  article  are 
jointly  administered  by  the  Departments  of  Health  and  Public  Instruction) 

24  P.S..  Sec,  14-1401  Definitions 

(l)  "Children  of  school  age"  means  every  child  attending  or  who 
should  attend  an  elementary  grade  or  high  school,  either 
public  or  private,  or  attending  a kindergarten  which  is  an 
integral  part  of  a local  s chool  district. 

(4)  "School  physician"  means  a physician  legally  qualified  to  prac- 
tice medicine  and  surgery,  or  osteopathy  or  osteopathic  surgery 
in  the  Commonwealth,  who  has  been  appointed  or  approved  by  the 
Secretary  of  Health. 

(5)  "School  dentist"  means  a doctor  of  dental  surgery  or  dental 
medicine  legally  qualified  to  practice  dentistry  in  the 
Commonwealth,  who  has  been  appointed  or  approved  by  the  Sec- 
retary of  Health. 

(8)  "School  nurse"  means  a licensed  registered  nurse  who  is  assigned 
to  a school  district  or  joint  school  board. 

(9)  "Dental  hygienist"  means  a dental  hygienist  licensed  by  the 
State  Dental  Council  or  Examining  Board  who  is  assigned  to 
a school  district  or  joint  school  board. 

(10)  "Medical  technician"  means  a person  skilled  in  the  operation 
of  x-ray  or  other  diagnostic  equipment  having  such  training 
and  experience  a s required  by  the  Secretary  of  Health. 

Sec.  14-1402  Health  Services 

(a)  Each  child  of  school  age  shall  have:  an  annual  vision  test; 

a hearing  test  employing  an  audiometer  to  be  given  annually 
in  the  elementary  grades  and  biennially  in  secondary  grades; 
and  an  annual  measurement  of  weight  and  height. 

(b)  A comprehensive  health  record  shall  be  maintained  for  each 
school-age  child. 

(d)  Teachers  shall  report  to  the  school  nurse  or  physician  any 
unusual  behavior  or  changes  in  appearances,  attendance,  and 
scholastic  achievement  which  may  indicate  impairment  of  a 
child's  health. 
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(e)  Every  child  of  school  age  shall  be  examined  by  the  school  phys- 
ician: (l)  Upon  original  entry  into  school,  (2)  while  in  the 
sixth  grade,  (3)  while  in  the  11th  grade,  and  (4)  prior  to 
issuance  of  a farm  or  domestic  service  permit. 

(f)  The  school  health  services  specified  in  this  section  may  be 
modified  for  individual  school  districts  by  the  Secretary  of 
Health,  such  modification  to  conform  to  approved  medical  or 
dental  practices. 

Sec.  14-1403  Dental  Examinations 

All  children  of  school  age  shall  be  given  a dental  examination  by 
a school  dentist  (l)  upon  original  entry  into  school,  (2)  while  in 
the  third  grade,  and  (3)  while  in  the  seventh  grade. 

Sec.  14-1404  Place  of  Examination  & Use  of  Hospital  Facilities 

The  specified  examinations  shall  be  conducted  in  rooms  set  aside 
for  this  special  purpose  and  equipped  with  adequate  facilities. 

The  school  physicians  shall  require  the  removal  of  sufficient  cloth- 
ing to  insure  complete  examination.  If  school  facilities  are  inad- 
equate arrangements  may  be  made,  subject  to  approval  of  the  Secretary 
of  Health,  for  the  use  of  laboratories,  hospitals  or  clinics  for 
examinations. 

Sec,  14-1405  Presence  of  Parents.  Assistance 

School  physicians  shall  be  assisted  by  school  nurses  and  school 
dentists  by  dental  hygienists,  if  available,  or  trained  assistants, 
who  shall  be  present  during  each  examination.  Parents  shall  be 
advised  in  advance  of  date  of  examination  and  urged  to  be  present. 
Medical  examinations  shall  be  made  in  the  presence  of  the  parent 
or  guardian  if  so  requested  by  the  parent  or  guardian. 

Sec,  14-1406  Re c ommendat ions 

Recommendations  as  to  medical,  surgical  or  dental  care  shall  be  sent 
to  each  parent  and  guardian  and  to  the  family  physician  or  family 
dentist.  Teachers  shall  be  informed  of  the  health  conditions  of 
pupils  which  may  affect  behavior,  appearance,  or  scholastic  perfor- 
mance. 

Sec.  14-1407  Examination  by  Examiners  of  Own  Choice 

In  lieu  of  examinations  prescribed  by  this  article,  any  child  of 
school  age  may  furnish  the  local  school  officials  with  a report 
of  examination  made  at  his  own  expense. 

Sec.  14-1408  Reports 

Reports  as  required  shall  be  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  Health 
and/or  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction. 
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Sec.  14-1409  Confidentiality.  Transference  and  Removal  of  Health 
Records 


All  health  records  shall  be  confidential,  and  their  contents  divulged 
only  when  necessary  for  the  health  of  the  child  or  at  the  request 
of  a parent  or  guardian.  The  health  record  of  a transferring  child 
shall  be  transferred  to  the  district  where  the  child  is  newly  enrolled. 

Sec.  14-1413  Supplemental  Duties  of  School  Physicians 

Duties  shall  include  vaccination  of  children  of  indigent  parents, 
re-vaccination  of  children  having  temporary  certificates,  physical 
examination  incident  to  the  issuance  of  employment  certificate, 
approval  of  return  of  pupils  who  have  been  absent  due  to  a contagious 
disease,  and  other  duties  as  may  be  required,, 

Sec,  14-1414  Care  and  Treatment  of  Pupils 

Any  school  district  or  joint  board  may  provide  for  the  care  and 
treatment  of  defective  eyes,  ears,  teeth  of  all  children  of  school 
age  within  the  district,, 

Sec.  14-1415  Public  Assistance  for  Medical.  Dental,  or  Surgical  Care 

If  the  medical  record  of  any  child  at  any  time  discloses  a condition 
requiring  treatment  and  the  parent  of  the  child  states  that  he  is 
financially  unable  to  privately  render  such  care,  he  shall  be  advised 
that  the  cost  of  such  care  may  be  provided  if  application  is  made 
to  the  appropriate  county  board  of  assistance.  If  it  should  appear 
that  the  parent  was  in  fact  financially  able  to  pay  for  such  care, 
the  Department  of  Public  Welfare  shall  recover  any  such  amounts  thus 
expended  from  the  parent  as  provided  in  the  support  law. 

Sec,,  14-1416  Precautions  against  the  Spread  of  Tuberculosis 

No  person  having  any  form  of  tuberculosis  in  a transmissable  stage 
shall  be  a pupil,  teacher,  janitor  or  any  other  employee  in  any 
school  except  in  a special  school  carried  on  undo*  the  regulations 
made  for  such  schools  by  the  Secretary  of  Health. 

Sec<>  14-1417  Pupils  Relieved  from  Compulsory  Attendance 

Any  pupil  prevented  from  attending  school  on  account  of  the  health  or 
sanitation  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  or  of  the  local  board  of  health 
or  board  of  school  directors  is  relieved  of  compulsory  attendance 
during  the  time  he  is  prevented  from  attending  school. 

Sec,  14-1418  Medical  Examinations  of  Teachers  and  Other  School 
Employees 

(a)  All  school  employes  shall  take  a pre-employment  medical  exam- 
ination 
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(b)  Each  school  employe  shall  be  given  a chest  x-ray  every  two 
years 

(c)  School  boards  may  require  a special  examination  for  any  employe 
at  any  time 

Sec.  14-1419  Objections  to  Examination  or  Treatment  on  Religious 
Grounds 


No  person  shall  be  compelled  to  submit  to  examinations  or  treatments 
under  authority  of  this  act  when  that  person  objects  on  religious 
grounds.  Provided:  that  exemption  shall  not  be  granted  if  the  Secre- 
tary of  Health  finds  that  facts  exist  under  which  such  exemption 
constitutes  a substantial  menace  to  the  health  of  other  persons. 

Sec.  14-1420  Examination  of  School  Buildings  and  Grounds 

The  Secretary  of  Health  shall  employ  sanitarians  or  request  local 
health  authorities  to  appoint  a sanitarian  to  make  a careful  exam- 
ination of  all  the  sanitary  facilities  and  conditions  of  school 
buildings  and  grounds. 

Sec.  14-1421  Powers  and  Duties  of  the  Secretary  of  Health  and  Super- 
intendent of  Public  Instruction;  Rules  and  Regulations 

(a)  The  technical  content  of  the  medical,  dental,  nursing  and  sanit- 
ary portions  of  the  school  health  program  shall  be  prescribed 

by  and  under  the  general  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  Health 

(b)  The  administration  and  supervision  of  the  educational  and  teach- 
ing aspects  of  the  program  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction 

(c)  The  Secretary  of  Health  and  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruc- 
tion, after  consultation,  shall: 

1.  Adopt  such  record  and  report  forms  as  will  facilitate  the 
efficient  operation,  administration  and  comprehensive  eval- 
uation of  the  school  health  program 

2.  Adopt  and  enforce  rules  and  regulations  for  the  school  health 
program  not  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  14-1422  Advisory  Health  Councils 

District  superintendents  and  county  superintendents  may  set  up  ad- 
visory health  councils  to  study  health  needs  and  to  assist  in  orga- 
nizing follow-up  programs. 
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Title  50,  Mental  Health,  Chapter  10,  Alcoholism 
Sec.  2101  Duty  of  the  Department  of  Health 


The  Department  of  Health  shall  establish  a Division  of  Alcoholic 
Study  and  Rehabilitation  to: 

(1)  Study  the  problems  of  alcoholism 

(2)  Treat  and  rehabilitate  persons  addicted  to  the  excessive  use 
of  alcoholic  beverages 

(3)  Promote  preventative  and  educational  programs  designed  to 
eliminate  alcoholism 

Sec,  2105  Commitment;  Procedure 

Provides  for  the  admission  to  hospitals  or  clinical  facilities  of 
any  person  who,  through  the  excessive  use  of  alcoholic  beverages, 
has  become  unable  to  care  for  himself,  his  family,  or  his  property, 
or  has  become  a burden  on  the  public,  by:

The  Department  of  Health  shall  manage  and  control  the  State  Hospital 
for  Crippled  Children  at  Elizabethtown. 

Sec0  544  Alcoholism 

The  Department  of  Health  shall: 

a.  Investigate  the  subject  of  alcoholism  in  respect  to  rehabilita- 
tion and  compile  and  maintain  reliable  statistics  indicating 
the  effectiveness  of  any  rehabilitation  program  carried  forward 
by  state-aided  clinics,  state  hospitals  or  state-aided  hospitals. 

b.  Procure  such  information  and  data  as  may  be  deemed  helpful  in 
the  treatment  and  rehabilitation  of  alcoholics.

Gives  the  Department  of  Health  responsibility  for  providing  speech 
and  hearing  rehabilitation  centers  for  diagnosis  and  treatment  of 
children;  auditory  training  for  pre-school  children;  consultative 
service  for  school-age  hard  of  hearing. 
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SECTION  II 


DEPARTMENT  OF  JUSTICE 


The  Department  of  Justice  is  the  law  office  of  the  Commonwealth, 
and  is  headed  by  the  Attorney  General,  who  is  the  chief  law  enforcement 
officer  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Bureau  of  Correction 

As  affects  the  handicapped,  the  Bureau  of  Correction  is  responsible 
for  the  administration  of  the  State's  correctional  program,  which  includes 
operation  of  the  State  Correctional  Institution  at  Dallas.  Pennsylvania 
defines  the  defective  delinquent  as  a sane,  reasonably  well  offender  of 
limited,  but  not  grossly  deficient,  intelligence.  The  acts  governing 
commitment  to  Dallas  clearly  emphasize  that  such  commitment  is  completely 
indeterminate  or  indefinite.  Release,  therefore,  while  based  on  recommen- 
dation of  the  institution,  is  the  exclusive  function  of  the  committing 
court.  Act  289,  Session  of  1947,  stipulates  that  only  male  persons  over 
the  age  of  15  years  can  be  admitted,  and  that  the  committing  court  must 
be  satisfied  that  the  person  is  not  insane,  nor  an  idiot,  imbecile, 
psycopath  or  an  infirmary  case. 

The  purpose  of  the  institution  is  the  rehabilitative  training  and 
development  of  mentally  deficient  male  delinquents.  The  training  program 
places  a premium  on  self-responsibility  and  initiative,  and  is  geared 
to  the  individual  needs  of  each  inmate.  The  institution  strives  to  im- 
prove the  manner  in  which  each  inmate  uses  his  defective  intelligence 
and  other  limited  abilities,  moving  him  along  from  maximally  to  minimally 
supervised  activity  in  accordance  with  his  capacities  and  demonstrated 
accomplishments.  When  he  has  shown  this  progression  and  has  sustained 
all  gains  made  in  his  program  for  a reasonable  period  of  time,  the  insti- 
tution initiates  discharge  recommendation.

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SECTION  III 


DEPARTMENT  OF  LABOR  AND  INDUSTRY 


The  Department  of  Labor  and  Industry  serves  the  labor  and  industrial 
interests  of  the  state,  administering  the  laws  relating  to  workmen’s  com- 
pensation, workmen’s  unemployment  insurance,  labor  relations,  mediation, 
minimum  wages  for  women  and  minors,  conditions  of  labor,  fair  employment 
practices  and  employment  security.  The  Secretary  of  Labor  and  Industry 
is  the  head  of  the  department  and  serves  as  chairman  of  the  State  Work- 
men’s Insurance  Board,  chairman  of  the  Industrial  Board;  ex-officio,  a 
member  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Board,  the  chairman  of  the  Governor's 
Committee  on  Employment  of  the  Handicapped,  and  executive  officer  of  the 
State  Board  of  Vocational  Rehabilitation. 

Included  in  the  departmental  organization  are  the  following: 

(l)  State  Board  of  Vocational  Education 

Bureau  of  Rehabilitation 

The  State  Board  of  Vocational  Education  became  a statutory 
agency  by  virtue  of  Act  No.  345  of  the  1945  Session  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania State  Legislature.  Its  membership  is  comprised  of  the  State 
Council  of  Education  and  the  Secretary  of  Labor  and  Industry.  The 
board  is  designated  under  this  Act  as  the  agency  responsible  for 
the  administration  and  supervision  of  vocational  rehabilitation. 

The  rehabilitation  of  handicapped  personnel  was  made  possible 
by  the  Vocational  Rehabilitation  Act  of  1954,  and  the  regulations 
promulgated  thereunder.  This  Act  requires  that  the  State  Rehabili- 
tation agencies  cooperate  with  the  employment  service  and  make  max- 
imum utilization  of  the  job  placement  and  unemployment  counseling 
services  and  the  other  facilities  of  the  employment  service  office. 
The  initial  laws  relating  to  handicapped  personnel  in  Labor  and 
Industry  were  first  passed  in  1920.  The  first  law  that  provided 
help  for  individuals  injured  in  employment  was  the  Workmen's  compen- 
sation Act.  This  was  followed  by  the  Occupational  Disease  Act  in 
the  1930's,  this  act  being  provoked  by  the  great  amount  of  illness 
occurring  in  the  anthracite  coal  regions  of  Pennsylvania.  These 
acts  have  been  supplemented  by  the  Federal  Social  Security  Disability 
provisions  in  the  Federal  Social  Security  Act.  It  is  interesting  to 
note  that  the  five  anthracite  counties  in  Pennsylvania  get  more  Fed- 
eral funds  under  the  Social  Security  Disability  Act  than  the  entire 
State  of  New  York  and  the  rest  of  Pennsylvania  combined. 

The  primary  duty  of  the  Bureau  of  Rehabilitation  is  to  assist 
persons  disabled  as  a result  of  industrial  accident,  public  accident, 
diseases  or  congenital  causes,  who  are  otherwise  fit  to  engage  in 
remunerative  occupation.  The  bureau  provides  and  pays  for  medical 
treatment  including  physical  restoration  by  surgery;  procures  pros- 
thetic appliances  when  necessary  for  handicapped  persons;  and  trains 
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them  for  and  places  them  in  self  supporting  jobs.  This  training 
may  be  in  the  form  of  re-training  to  enable  a handicapped  person 
to  do  his  former  job,  or  training  to  do  another  job  that  he  is 
physically  capable  of  doing. 

The  Bureau  of  Rehabilitation  promulgates  the  following  selected  in- 
formation as  an  aid  in  referring  disabled  persons: 

I.  Factors  Determining  Eligibility 

A.  Client  must  be  16  years  of  age  or  over 

B.  Client  must  have  a disability  which  constitutes  an  employ- 
ment handicap;  the  disability  may  be  of  mental  or  physical 
origin 

C.  Services  provided  by  the  bureau  must  increase  the  client's

(2)  Bureau  of  Employment  Security 

The  Bureau  of  Employment  Security  of  the  Department  of 
Labor  and  Industry  has,  as  one  of  its  functions,  the  respons- 
ibility for  the  administration  of  the  Pennsylvania  State 
Employment  Service.  The  initial  legal  basis  of  the  employment 
serviced  program  of  services  to  the  handicapped  is  by  author- 
ity of  the  Wagner-Peyser  Act  of  1933  (Federal).  The  employment 
service  is  responsible  for  serving  all  legally  qualified  persons 
who  come  to  it  seeking  employment.  Section  3 of  the  Wagner- 
Peyser  Act,  as  ammended  in  1954,  requires  the  employment  service 
to  provide  employment  counseling  and  the  Act  provides  that  the 
employment  service  shall  establish  cooperative  relationships 
with  the  State  Rehabilitation  Agencies  for  the  purpose  of  assur- 
ing that  handicapped  applicants  are  first  rehabilitated,  re- 
educated or  re-trained  in  an  income-producing  trade,  and  then 
that  these  trained  persons  are  given  the  opportunity  to  be  em- 
ployed and  to  be  self-supporting. 

The  Pennsylvania  State  Employment  Service  has  over  one 
hundred  local  offices  throughout  the  Commonwealth  vjhich  provide 
counseling  and  selective  placement  services  to  handicapped 
persons  seeking  job  opportunit ities.  The  District  Offices  are 
located  as  follows:

(3)  Bureau  of  Women  and  Children 

The  Bureau  of  Women  and  Children  enforces  minimum  wage 
and  maximum  hour  laws.  In  cases  of  handicapped  workers,  the 
bureau  may  issue  special  permits  to  employers  authorizing 
the  payment  of  a rate  commensurate  with  the  capacity  of  the 
handicapped  worker,  which  rate  is  less  than  the  minimum  rate 
applicable  for  the  type  of  work  performed.  It  also  may  issue, 
without  fee,  licenses  to  employers  for  industrial  home  work 
done  by  handicapped  persons.  The  relaxation  of  the  minimum 
wage  laws  and  industrial  licensing  laws  in  these  instances 
is  intended  as  encouragement  to  employers  to  hire  handicapped 
workers  and  get  full  utilization  of  the  capabilities  of  these 
persons. 

(4)  Workmen’s  Compensation  Bureau 

This  Board  is  charged  with  the  responsibility  of  ad- 
ministering and  enforcing  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  relating 
to  workmen’s  compensation.  It  advises  workmen  of  their  rights 
under  the  Workmen’s  Compensation  Law;  receives  and  classifies 
reports  of  all  accidents,  compensable  or  not;  prosecutes  em- 
ployers who  fail  to  cover  their  risks  properly;  and  administers 
the  occupational  disease  fund  as  to  the  Commonwealth's  share 
of  the  liability  in  occupational  disease  cases. 

(5)  Governor’s  Committee  on  Employment  of  the  Handicapped 

This  committee  now  has  a membership  of  approximately  100 
organizations,  all  volunteer,  including  in  addition  to  govern- 
mental organizations;  labor,  veteran's  organizations,  the 
medical  profession,  religious  groups,  and  civic,  fraternal, 
health,  educational  and  other  state-wide  groups  interested  in 
the  problem  of  suitable  employment  for  the  handicapped. 

The  purpose  and  objectives  of  the  Governor's  Committee 
on  Employment  of  the  Handicapped  are: 


1.  To  develop  a better  understanding  by  the  handicapped 
of  the  rehabilitation  and  placement  services  available 
to  them  and  to  encourage  their  use  of  these  services. 
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2.  To  promote  increased  employment  on  a year  round  basis 
of  handicapped  workers  and  the  retention  and  advance- 
ment of  those  already  employed., 

3.  To  promote  a better  public  awareness  of  the  ability 
of  handicapped  workers  when  properly  placed., 

4.  To  encourage  and  assist  local  community  committees 

to  carry  out  a program  which  will  make  these  objectives 
effective. 

At  the  present  time  there  are  86  local  committees,  or  some 
3,500  dedicated  groups  and  individuals  functioning  in  this 
program  throughout  the  Commonwealth. 

In  order  to  stimulate  interest  among  high  school  students 
in  the  problems  of  the  handicapped,  the  Committee  sponsors  two 
types  of  contests  for  students,  an  Essay  Contest  and  a Poster 
Contest.  Publicity  regarding  these  contests,  as  well  as  the 
Governor’s  Award  to  the  "Handicapped  Pennsylvanian  of  the  Year" 
and  the  Governor’s  Award  to  the  "Pennsylvania  Physician  of  the 
Year",  serves  to  focus  the  attention  of  the  public  on  the  need 
for  employment  opportunities  for  the  handicapped.

DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLIC  INSTRUCTION 


To  carry  out  the  mandate  of  the  State  Constitution  which  declares 
"The  General  Assembly  shall  provide  for  the  maintenance  and  support  of 
a thorough  and  efficient  system  of  public  schools  wherein  all  the  child- 
ren of  the  Commonwealth  above  the  age  of  six  years  may  be  educated  " 
the  General  Assembly  has  established  a public  school  system  and  set  up 
the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  to  administer  the  school  laws  and 
assist  the  over  two  thousand  school  districts  of  the  state  in  conducting 
their  educational  programs. 

Administration  of  the  department  by  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction  is  conducted  through  the  executive  office,  through  five 
deputies  and  thirteen  bureaus,  and  a number  of  other  agencies  within 
the  department. 

Of  particular  importance  regarding  services  rendered  to  the  handi- 
capped is  the  Bureau  of  Special  Services  for  Pupils.  This  bureau  has 
three  divisions:  exceptional  children;  guidance  and  psychological  ser- 
vices; and  institutions  and  field  operations.  The  bureau  provides: 
diagnostic  and  consultative  services  to  children,  parents  and  schools; 
consultative  services  in  the  area  of  school  health;  homebound  instruc- 
tion; supervises  full  time  and  itinerant  service  programs  for  handi- 
capped children;  and  inspects  and  supervises  state  owned  and  state- 
aided  institutions  for  the  blind,  deaf  and  cerebral  palsied. 

Institution  Program 

In  addition  to  the  public  school  programs  the  Commonwealth  owns 
and  operates  the  Pennsylvania  State  Oral  School  for  the  Deaf,  located 
at  Scranton,  Lackawana  County.  This  school  instructs  deaf  children  by 
the  oral  method.  All  classes  of  deaf  children  are  trained,  including 
those  born  deaf  and  those  too  deaf  to  be  taught  in  the  public  schools. 
The  Commonwealth  also  purchases  the  services  of  tuition  and  maintenance 
for  the  blind,  deaf  and  cerebral  palsied  from  the  following  nine  insti- 
tutions located  within  the  state:

The  full  cost  of  tuition  and  maintenance  is  borne  by  the  state  for 
all  children  placed  in  the  above  institution  who  are  urd  er  the  age  of 
six  years  or  over  the  age  of  21  years.  Between  the  ages  of  6 and  21, 
the  cost  is  shared  by  the  state  and  the  district  of  residence  of  the 
child. 

Also,  from  the  same  appropriation  which  provides  funds  for  the 
above  program,  services  are  purchased  in  out-of-state  schools  for  those 
multipally  handicapped  children  for  whom  there  are  no  institutional  or 
day  care  programs  available  within  the  Commonwealth.  All  out-of-state 
institutions  utilized  for  this  purpose  are  approved  by  the  State  Council 
of  Education.  They  are: 

Alabama  Institute  for  the  Deaf-Blind,  Talladega,  Ala. 

New  York  Institution  for  the  Education  of  the  Blind 

(Blind-Physically  Handicapped,)  New  York  City,  N.Y. 

Walter  D.  Matheny  School  (Cerebral  Palsy-Sensory  Disability,) 

Peapack,  N.J. 

St.  Louis  Institute  for  the  Deaf  (Cerebral  Palsy-Deaf) 

St.  Louis,  Mo. 

Perkins  Institute  for  the  Blind,  Boston,  Mass. 

The  1959  school  census  shows  11  Pennsylvania  children  placed  in 
various  of  the  above  institutions  at  an  average  tuition  of  $3,500  per 
child. 

In  the  field  of  higher  education  for  the  blind  and  deaf,  the  1959 
census  shows  that  there  were  21  deaf  students  enrolled  in  various  colleges 
and  universities  throughout  the  country,  studying  from  the  first  year 
college  level  through  the  second  year  of  graduate  education,  at  an  aver-

age  cost  of  $500  per  student  to  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction, 
and  36  blind  students  on  levels  from  the  first  year  of  college  through 
candidacy  for  Ph.D.,  one  such  student  being  awarded  his  Ph.D.,  again 
at  an  average  cost  to  the  Department  of  $500. 

Homebound  Program 

The  Department  of  Public  Instruction,  through  the  Bureau  of  Special 
Services  for  Pupils,  administers  a program  of  individual  instruction  for 
children  unable  to  attend  school  because  of  physical  handicap  or  social 
or  emotional  disturbance  when  recommended  by  a phychiatrist . This  is  a 
tutorial  program  of  individual  instruction  tailored  to  fit  the  education- 
al needs  of  the  individual  child,  with  the  approval  of  the  attending  phys- 
ician. It  may  last  for  a few  weeks,  a few  years,  or  permanently,  depend- 
ing upon  the  needs  of  the  child.  Funds  for  this  program  are  provided  by 
legislative  appropriation.  There  are  approximately  8,000  children  each 
year  who  are  served  by  this  program. 

Special  Classes  or  Schools 

The  Public  School  Code  of  1949,  as  amended,  provides  that  standards 
and  regulations  for  the  proper  education  and  training  of  all  handicapped 
children  shall  be  adopted  and  prescribed  by  the  State  Council  of  Education. 
It  provides  for  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  special  classes  in 
the  public  schools  or  special  public  schools,  or  if  it  should  not  prove 
feasible  to  form  a special  class  or  to  provide  proper  e ducation  for  any 
handicapped  child  in  the  public  schools  of  the  district,  such  education 
and  training  shall  be  secured  outside  the  public  schools  of  the  district 
or  in  special  institutions,  or  by  teaching  the  child  in  his  home. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  Pennsylvania  is  unique  in  the  manner 
in  which  she  finances  this  special  education  program.  Legislation  pro- 
vides two  methods  of  payment  for  special  classes  or  schools: 

1.  County  Boards  of  school  directors  are  PAID  IN  ADVANCE  for  the 
estimated  annual  cost  of  operation  of  classes  and  schools  and 
transportation  for  handicapped  children. 

2.  School  districts  are  reimbursed  at  the  end  of  the  school  term 
for  these  special  services. 

The  inclusion  of  the  first  method  of  financing  above  serves  as 
insurance  that  all  children  requiring  special  e ducation  will  be  provided 
for,  in  that,  should  a particular  individual  district  have  too  few 
children  to  warrant  the  establishment  of  a special  class,  these  children 
from  the  several  districts  may  be  incorporated  into  facilities  provided 
for  by  the  county  board  of  school  directors. 

Following  are  excerpts  from  the  policy  of  the  Bureau  of  Special  Ser- 
vices for  Pupils  in  regard  to  educational  planning  for  handicapped  children 
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A handicapped  pupil  should  remain  in  a regular  classroom  and  partic-  / 

ipate  in  an  educational  program  geared  to  his  needs  unless  his  handicapping 
condition  seriously  retards  his  progress  or  presents  serious  physical  or 
mental  health  problems  to  himself  or  others. 

For  handicapped  children  who  are  unable  to  function  satisfactorily 
within  the  framework  of  the  regular  class,  three  general  types  of  educa- 
tion programs  should  be  available: 

aG  Itinerant  services  for  speech,  hearing  and  vision  handicaps 

b.  Full-time  special  programs  for  those  so  handicapped  by  mental 
retardation  or  physical  conditions  that  they  are  unable  to 
profit  adequately  from  the  regular  classroom  program,  or  need 
the  protection  of  a sheltered  environment. 

c.  Part-time  special  programs  for  physically  and  mentally  handi- 
capped children  whose  conditions  are  such  that  they  can  function 
adequately  in  special  programs  coordinated  with  regular  school 
programs. 

The  type  and  severity  of  the  handicapping  condition  and  the  educa- 
tional needs  of  the  individual  should  determine  the  type  of  program  in 
which  he  participates. 

The  County  Plan  of  Special  Education,  required  by  law  to  insure 
that  every  handicapped  child  is  known  and  provided  for  in  the  most  prac- 
tical and  efficient  manner,  must  include  all  special  education  facilities 
whether  county  or  district  operated,  itinerant,  full-time  and  part-time 
special  education  programs. 

When  it  is  not  in  the  best  interest  of  handicapped  children  to  be 
in  regular  classes,  full-time  special  classes  should  be  provided  for  their 
education  and  safety. 

When  there  are  sufficient  numbers  of  handicapped  children  in  need 
of  full-time  special  class  programs  within  a school  district,  the  local 
district  should  provide  the  necessary  special  educational  program.  If  a 
local  district  does  not  provide  for  all  handicapped  children  in  need  of 
full-time  special  class  programs,  the  County  Board  of  School  Directors 
shall  provide  for  such  handicapped  children  as  are  not  provided  for 
locally. 

Transportation  of  handicapped  children  to  full-time  special  programs 
may  be  provided  by  the  district  of  residence  or  by  the  County  Board  of 
School  Directors. 

If  the  needs  of  handicapped  children  are  not  being  adequately  served 
by  local  district  or  county,  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  shall, 
where  practicable,  establish  and  maintain  classes  and  schools  for  the 
proper  education  and  training  of  handicapped  children. 
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If  the  child  be  unable  to  attend  either  a regular  class  program  or 
a special  class  program,  due  to  the  nature  of  his  handicap,  the  local 
district  shall  provide  home  instruction  for  such  child,. 

If  it  is  not  feasible  to  provide  education  and/or  training  in  special 
programs  or  through  itinerant  services,  the  child  should  receive  proper 
education  and/or  training  in  a State  approved  institution  especially  de- 
signed to  serve  his  needs. 

Classrooms  for  handicapped  children  should  have  special  consideration 
as  to  location,  size,  lighting,  and  accessibility.  Such  classrooms  should 
be  centrally  located  in  the  school  district,  and  be  at  least  as  large  as 
the  regular  classrooms.  Certain  factors  may  alter  classroom  size  to  some 
extent. 

The  average  number  of  pupils  in  a group  will  vary  with  the  severity 
of  the  disability,  the  age  of  the  child,  and  the  type  of  program  offered. 
Class  size  shall  not  exceed: 

a.  Educable  mentally  retarded  - 18  pupils 

b.  Educable  mentally  retarded,  secondary 

(1)  Grouping  on  basis  of  half-day  - 15  per  group 

(2)  Home  room  program  with  released  time  for  special  integrated 
activities  - 25  pupils 

(3)  Self-contained  classroom  - 22  pupils 

c.  Trainable  mentally  retarded  - 8-15  pupils.  When  the  number  ex- 
ceeds 8,  a teacher1 s assistant  may  be  employed.  When  the  num- 
ber exceeds  15,  the  employment  of  a matron  is  mandatory. 

do  Physically  handicapped  - the  number  of  children  in  a class  varies 
with  type  and  degree  of  handicap,  age,  mental  and  emotional  ma- 
turity, and  degrees  of  special  adjustment  of  the  children  enrolled. 
Class  size  shall  not  exceed  12  pupils. 

e.  Visually  handicapped  - when  a full-time  class  program  is  provided, 
the  class  size  shall  not  exceed: 

(1)  Blind  - 10  pupils 

(2)  Combination  blind  and  partially  sighted  - 10  pupils 

(3)  Partially  sighted  - 12  pupils 

(4)  When  children  thus  handicapped  receive  itinerant  services, 
the  number  enrolled  is  contingent  upon  geographical  area 
to  be  covered,  grade  placement,  and  the  severity  of  the 
handicap. 
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f.  Hearing  handicapped  - when  a full-time  program  is  provided  the 

class  size  shall  not  exceed: 

(1)  Profoundly  deaf  - 8 pupils 

(2)  Hard  of  Hearing  children  - 12  pupils 

(3)  As  (4)  above 

g.  Speech  Correction  - Itinerant  Programs 

The  number  of  children  receiving  such  services  will  vary  with  the 
geographical  area  to  be  covered,  age,  range,  grade  placement,  num- 
ber and  types  of  programs  involved.  The  total  pupil  population 
will  be  used  to  determine  the  number  of  speech  correctionists 
approved. 

(1)  In  cities  and  suburban  areas  where  pupils  are  located  gen- 
erally in  very  few  building,  one  speech  correctionist  for 
5,000  pupils. 

(2)  In  areas  where  travel  is  necessary  to  more  than  three  build- 
ings one  speech  correctionist  for  4,000  pupils. 

(3)  In  sparsely  settled  areas  where  the  speech  correctionist 
must  spend  a great  deal  of  time  travelling,  one  speech 
correctionist  for  3,000  pupils. 

TEACHER  EDUCATION  PROGRAM 

The  fourteen  Pennsylvania  State  Teachers  Colleges,  now  called  Pennsyl- 
vania State  Colleges,  are  specified  in  the  school  code  as  a part-  of  the 
public  school  system  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  their  function  is  the  educa- 
tion of  teachers.  All  fourteen  of  these  colleges  offer  courses  preparing 
teachers  for  special  education  of  the  handicapped.  In  addition,  four  state- 
aided  educational  institutions,  Pennsylvania  State  University,  University 
of  Pittsburgh,  University  of  Pennsylvania,  and  Temple  University,  offer 
courses  for  teachers  in  the  field  of  special  education.

Provides  for  the  reporting  and  examination  of  children  of  compul- 
sory school  age  who  are  not  being  properly  educated  or  trained 
because  of  apparent  exceptional  physical  or  mental  condition  - 
reports  of  such  children,  as  well  as  all  those  enrolled  in  special 
classes. 

Sec.  13-1372  Special  Classes  or  Schools  or  Other  Provisions  for 
Education 

(1)  Standards  for  proper  education  and  training  of  handicapped 
children.  Provides  for  the  adoption  and  prescription  of 
standards  and  regulations  by  the  State  Council  of  Education 
for  the  use  and  proper  education  and  training  of  handicapped 
children  by  school  districts  or  counties. 

(2)  Plans  for  Education  and  Training  of  Handicapped  Children 

Provides  for  the  submission  of  plans  by  the  county  boards  of 
school  directors  to  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  regard- 
ing the  proper  education  and  training  of  all  handicapped  child- 
ren in  districts  of  the  second,  third,  and  fourth  class. 
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(3)  Special  Classes  or  Schools  Established  or  Maintained  by  School

Authorizes  the  Department  of  Public  Instruction  to  establish 
classes  and  schools  for  handicapped  children,  where,  in  the 
judgement  of  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction, 
the  needs  of  these  children  are  not  being  met  or  the  provisions 
of  this  act  are  not  being  complied  with.

Provides  for  the  partial  reimbursement  of  school  districts  for  the 
purchase  of  readers,  helpers,  guides,  aids,  appliances,  special  school 
books  and  supplies  and  devices  for  children  between  the  age  of  six 
and  twenty  one  years  who  are  blind  or  partially  sighted,  deaf,  or 
afflicted  with  cerebral  palsy  and  who  are  enrolled  in  any  of  the 
public  schools  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Sec.  13-1374  Free  Transportation  or  Board  and  Lodging 

Provides  for  free  transportation,  or  payment  of  board  and  lodging 
if  transportation  is  not  feasible,  for  any  physically  or  mentally 
handicapped  child  who  is  regularly  enrolled  in  an  approved  special 
class  or  a regular  class  in  which  approved  educational  provisions 
are  made  for  him.

Any  child  certified  as  being  uneducable  or  untrainable  in  the  public 
schools  shall  be  temporarily  or  permanently  excluded  from  the  public 
schools,  and  his  care,  training  and  supervision  shall  be  arranged  for 
by  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare.

DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 


On  June  1,  1958  when  the  Act  merging  the  former  Departments  of  Wel- 
fare and  Public  Assistance  took  effect,  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare 
was  created.  It  carries  out  its  program  responsibilities  through  six 
offices. 

A.  Office  for  the  Aging 

1.  Establishes  rules  and  regulations  for,  and  supervises  nonprofit 
homes  for  the  aged. 

2.  Establishes  rules  and  regulations  for,  and  supervises  county 
homes. 

3.  Establishes  rules  and  regulations  for,  and  licenses  and  super- 
vises boarding  homes  for  the  aged,  convalescent  homes,  nursing 
homes  operated  for  profit. 

A.  Encourages  and  provides  consultation  on  the  development  of 
local  servic  es  for  older  people. 

B.  Office  for  the  Blind 

1.  Carries  on  an  educational  program  for  the  prevention  of 
blindness  and  preservation  of  sight;  pays  for  remedial  eye 
care  at  clinics  and  in  physicians'  offices.  Contributes 
toward  the  expenses  of  the  Mobile  Eye  Clinic  operated  by 
the  Pennsylvania  Association  for  the  Blind. 

2.  Through  Home  Teaching  of  techniques  of  travel,  household 
management,  crafts,  braille  reading  and  writing,  assists 
blind  persons  in  their  personal  adjustment. 

3.  Counsels  parents  of  pre-school  blind  children  in  their  care, 
training  and  healthy  emotional  development. 

A.  Conducts  a complete  vocational  rehabilitation  program  for 

blind  persons  over  16  years  of  age  including  guidance,  phys- 
ical restoration,  training  and  placement. 

5.  Conducts  a Business  Enterprises  program  through  which  loca- 
tions for  vending  stands  are  obtained,  operators  trained 
and  management  advice  provided. 

6.  Distributes  and  maintains  talking  book  equipment  supplied 
by  the  Federal  government. 
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C.  Office  for  Children  and  Youth 

1.  Establishes  rules  and  regulations  for  and  supervises  all 
public  and  private  institutions  and  agencies  caring  for 
children  who  are  "dependent,  neglected,  or  delinquent". 

2.  Licenses  day  care  facilities  and  certain  boarding  homes  for 
infants  and  children  and  regulates  the  "importation"  of  child- 
ren by  non-related  persons. 

3.  Administers  a program  of  reimbursement  to  counties  for  part 
of  the  cost  of  their  child  care  programs. 

4.  Approves  child  care  agencies  for  use  of  special  procedures 
of  the  Adoption  Law. 

5.  During  the  harvest  season  operates  day  care  centers  for 
children  of  migrant  farm  workers. 

6.  Operates  the  Youth  Development  Centers  at  Canonsburg  and 
Waynesburg,  and  two  forestry  camps,  at  Hickory  Run  and 
Raccoon  Creek  State  Parks,  for  the  re-education  of  juvenile 
delinquents. 

7.  Consults  with  local  officials,  agencies  and  groups  on  the 
development  of  programs  of  delinquency  prevention  and  arranges 
instructional  courses  for  juvenile  police,  probation  officers 
and  institutional  personnel. 

D.  Office  of  General  and  Special  Hospitals 

1.  Establishes  rules  and  regulations  for  and  supervises  all 
public  and  private  non-profit  hospitals  in  the  State. 

2.  Establishes  rules  and  regulations  for,  licenses  and  supervises 
proprietary  hospitals. 

3.  Administers  and  distributes  Federal  funds  of  the  "Hill- 
Burton"  hospital  construction  program  which  can  also  be  used 
for  diagnostic  and  treatment  centers,  rehabilitation  facil- 
ities and  chronic  hospitals. 

E.  Office  of  Mental  Health 

1.  Administers  17  state  mental  hospitals  providing  full  programs 
of  therapy:  psychiatric,  occupational,  recreational  and 

industrial.  Vocational  rehabilitation  and  placement  is  carried 
on  by  the  Department  of  Labor  and  Industry.  Four  hospitals  - 
Allentown,  Danville,  Warren  and  Norristown  - have  separate 
units  for  mentally  ill  and  emotionally  disturbed  children; 
the  others  accept  children  in  emergencies  in  regular  wards. 
Ground  has  been  broken  for  two  new  hospitals  for  mentally 
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ill  and  emotionally  disturbed  children;  one  near  Pittsburgh, 
the  other  near  Philadelphia.  The  hospitals  are:

20  Operates  five  state  schools  for  the  mentally  retarded,  two 
of  which  have  "annexes"  which  will  soon  be  separately  admin- 
istered. These  institutions  and  their  purposes  are: 

Hamburg  State  School  and  Hospital:  crib  cases  and  females  over  17 

Laurelton  State  Village:  Women  of  child  bearing  age  { 

Pennhurst  State  School:  All  ages;  both  sexes 

White  Haven  State  School  (annex):  Males  over  17 

Polk  State  School:  All  ages;  both  sexes 

Ebensburg  State  School  (annex):  Crib  cases  only 

Selinsgrove  State  School:  All  ages;  both  sexes 

3o  Conducts  three  diagnostic  and  evaluation  centers  for  child- 
ren for  examination  of  difficult  cases  involving  mental  re- 
tardation, emotional  disturbance,  brain  damage  or  other 
neurological  or  physical  disorders.  Recommends  appropriate 
resources  for  treatment.  Operates  the  Eastern  and  Western 
Mental  Health  Centers,  in  Philadelphia  and  Pittsburgh,  re- 
spectively, which  examine  adult  mental  patients  and  recommend 
appropriate  treatment  resources.  The  Western  Center,  soon 
to  open,  will  accept  geriatric  patients  only. 

4.  Administers  Eastern  Pennsylvania  Psychiatric  Institute  in 
Philadelphia,  the  Departments  center  for  research  in  mental 
illness  and  for  the  training  of  professional  personnel.  This 
institution  accepts  children  between  the  ages  of  two  and 
twelve  whose  problems  are  related  to  current  research. 

5.  Establishes  rules  and  regulations  for,  licenses  and  super- 
vises facilities  caring  for  the  mentally  ill  or  retarded. 

6.  Reimburses  County  Institution  Districts  for  the  cost  of 
caring  for  mentally  retarded  children  "accepted"  by  a State 
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school,  for  whom  no  vacancy  in  the  State  institution  exists, 
but  who  cannot  remain  in  his  own  home. 

7.  Uses  combined  State  and  Federal  funds  for  a variety  of 
community  services  whose  objective  is  public  mental  health 
education  and  the  prevention  of  mental  illness 0 It  lends 
films  and  books  and  provides  pamphlets  on  mental  health 

and  allied  programs.  The  Department  makes  grants  from  these 
funds  to  more  than  40  community  clinics  for  the  early  recog- 
nition, diagnosis  and  treatment  of  emotional  disorders. 

8.  Administers  the  appropriation  made  to  the  Department  initially 
in  1959  for  grants  to  local  communities  for  workshops  for 

the  mentally  retarded. 

F.  Office  of  Public  Assistance 

1.  Through  the  staff  of  67  County  Boards  of  Assistance  admin- 
isters financial  assistance  programs  to  enable  those  whose 
income  falls  below  an  established  minimum  to  provide  for 
themselves  a decent  and  healthful  standard  of  living. 

Old  Age  Assistance:  for  needy  persons  aged  65  or  over 

Aid  to  Dependent  Children:  for  needy  children  under  18  who  lack 

support  because  of  a parent’s  disability,  death  or  desertion 
and  who  are  living  with  a parent  or  other  specified  relatives ; 
and  for  the  needy  parent  or  relative  caring  for  the  children. 

Aid  to  the  Disabled:  for  permanently  and  totally  disabled 

persons  18  or  older,  but  under  65,  who  are  needy. 

Blind  Pension:  for  persons  over  21,  who  have  3/60  or  10/200, 

or  less,  normal  vision.  Only  in  this  program  are  there  some 
recipients  whose  eligibility  is  not  strictly  based  on  need. 

General  Assistance:  for  needy  persons  who  do  not  qualify 

for  the  other  programs. 

2.  Payments  are  made  to  the  vendors  for  medical,  dental,  nursing 
and  clinic  services  and  for  medications  for  assistance  reci- 
pients. Hospital  care  is  provided  to  assistance  recipients 
by  hospitals  which  receive  State  appropriations. 

3.  When  nursing  home  care  is  prescribed  by  a physician  for  dis- 
abled persons  eligible  for  public  assistance  or  already  re- 
ceiving it,  the  assistance  payments  are  higher  than  those 
for  persons  not  receiving  such  care. 

4.  As  part  of  the  School  Medical  Program,  this  Office  pays  for 
medical,  dental  and  surgical  care  of  school  children  whose 
parents  are  ’’medically  indigent,”  but  not  receiving  assis- 
tance. 
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5.  Social  services  are  given  to  individuals  and  families  receiving 
assistance  to  help  them  achieve  economic  and  personal  inde~ 
pendence  and  to  strengthen  family  life„

Chapter  10,  Bringing  Dependent,  Delinquent  or  Defective  Children 
into  Commonwealth 

Sec.  841  Consent  of  Department  of  Welfare 


No  dependent,  defective  or  delinquent  child  shall  be  brought  into 
this  State,  for  adoption  or  for  placing  in  any  home  in  this  State, 
without  prior  written  consent  of  the  Department  of  Welfare. 

Chapter  13,  Rehabilitation  and  Training  of  Male  Youth 

Sects.  901-904  Purpose  of  Act,  Facilities  for  Education  and  Training 

Makes  available  facilities  to  be  used  for  forest  conservation  for 
the  rehabilitation,  reeducation  treatment  and  training  of  young 
men  fifteen  to  eighteen  years  of  age  who  have  been  committed  to 
the  Pennsylvania  Training  School  or  whose  commitment  as  campers  is 
recommended  by  a classification  and  assignment  center  of  the

Chapter  14,  Youth  Development  Centers 
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Sects.  1001-1006  Purchase  of  Institutions,  Commitment 


Provides  social  services  and  facilities  for  the  rehabilitation 
of  delinquent  minors  by  authorizing  acquisition  of  institutions 
to  be  annexed  to  the  Youth  Development  Center  at  Cannonsburg,  to 
be  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare,  and 
to  be  used  for  the  care,  guidance  and  control  of  any  minor  under 
the  age  of  eighteen  properly  committed  by  law. 

Title  35,  Health  and  Safety,  Chapter  1,  Hospitals 

35  P.S..  Secs,  424-430  Private  Nursing  Homes  and  Hospitals 

Department  of  Public  Welfare  shall  make  and  enforce  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  proper  operation  and  maintenance  of  private 
nursing  homes,  convalescent  homes  or  hospitals. 

Title  50,  Mental  Health,  Chapter  7>  Mental  Health  Act  of  1951 
50  P.S.,  Sec.  1072  Definitions 

(4)  "Criminal  Tendency"  shall  mean  a tendency  to  repeat 
offenses  against  the  law  or  perpetrate  new  offenses,  as 
shown  by  repeated  convictions  for  such  offenses  or 
tendency  to  habitual  delinquency. 

(5)  "Department"  shall  mean  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare. 

(6)  "Epileptic"  shall  mean  any  person  who  is  thought  to  be 
suffering  from  a primary  convulsive  disorder  or  its 
equivalent  manifestation. 

(7)  "Inebriate"  shall  mean  a person  so  habitually  addicted 
to  use  of  alcoholic  or  other  intoxicating  or  narcotic 
substances  as  to  be  unable  or  unwilling  to  stop  the 
excessive  use  of  such  substance  without  help.  The  term 
shall  include  "dipsomaniac",  "drug  addict",  and  "habitual 
drunkard" . 

(9)  "Mental  Defective"  shall  mean  a person  who  is  not  mentally 
ill  but  whose  mental  development  is  so  retarded  that  he 
has  not  acquired  enough  self-control,  judgement,  or 
discretion  to  manage  himself  and  his  affairs,  and  shall 
include  "feeble  minded",  "moron",  "idiot",  and  "imbecile", 
but  shall  not  include  "mental  illness",  "inebriate",  and 
"senile". 

(10)  "Mental  Hospital"  shall  mean  any  institution  intended 
primarily  for  the  care  of  patients  who  are  thought  to 
be  mentally  ill. 

(11)  "Mental  Illness"  shall  mean  any  illness  which  so  lessens 
the  capacity  of  a person  to  use  his  self  control,  judgement, 
etc.,  as  to  make  it  necessary  or  advisable  for  him  to  be 
under  care. 
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(14)  "School"  shall  mean  any  institution  for  the  care  of  mental 
defectives  or  epileptics. 

Secs.  1111-1112  Private  Institutions 


Prohibits  private  mental  institutions  from  operating  without 
licensing  by  Department  of  Public  Welfare;  specifies  method 
of  application  for  and  grant  of  license. 

Sec.  1131  Outpatient  and  Psychiatric  Clinical  Services 

Provides  for  outpatient  services  in  conjunction  with  State 
institutions  and  separate  clinical  services  to  promote  pre- 
vention, early  recognition  and  treatment  of  mental  illness, 
mental  defect,  epilepsy  and  inebriety. 

Secs.  1161-1245  Article  III,  Admission  and  Commitment  of 
Fatients 


Article  III  in  general  provides  for  the  admission,  commitment 
and  detention  of  patients  with  careful  attention  to  the 
preservation  of  their  civil  rights. 

Sec.  1341  Boarding  Out  of  Patients 

Patients  with  no  criminal,  suicidal  or  homicidal  tendencies, 
who  are  not  addicted  to  the  use  of  alcohol  or  narcotics,  may 
be  boarded  out  of  any  State  institution,  and  may,  if  physically 
and  mentally  able,  earn  the  cost  of  their  maintenance,  or  a 
portion  thereof  by  engaging  in  suitable  employment. 

Sec.  1401  Mental  Defectives  and  Epileptics  in  Schools 

Stipulates  manner  of  determining  amount  to  be  paid,  if  any, 
by  patients  or  parents  of  patients.  Agreement  to  pay  re- 
quired as  a condition  to  admission  of  patient. 

Chapter  9,  Drug  Addicts 

Sec.  2063  Admissions  or  Commitments 

Provides  for  admission  of  drug  addicts  to  State  institutions 
for  care:  by  voluntary  application  if  a competent  adult;  by 

parent's  and  physician's  certificate  if  a minor;  or  by  court 
order. 

Title  62,  Poor  Persons  and  Public  Assistance,  Chapter  6,  Public  Assistance 
Secs.  2501-2502  Public  Assistance  Law,  Definitions 
"Assistance"  means  assistance  in  money,  goods,  shelter.

The  Department  of  Public  Welfare  shall  make  and  enforce  rules 
and  regulations  of  supervised  institutions  and  shall  visit  and 
inspect  all  State  and  supervised  institutions.

The  Department  of  Public  Welfare  shall: 

(a)  Investigate  the  residence  of  a child  placed  in  Pennsylvania 
from  unlicensed  sources  in  another  State,  and  to  return  such 
to  the  State  of  its  legal  residence. 

(b)  Exercise  any  other  powers  and  perform  any  other  duties  with 
regard  to  the  bringing  into  this  Commonwealth  dependent, 
delinquent  or  defective  children. 

Sec.  600.1  Reimbursement  to  Counties  for  Child  Welfare 


The  Department  of  Public  Welfare  may  reimburse  county  commission- 
ers for  part  of  the  cost  of  child  welfare  programs. 

Sec.  603  Mental  Health 

The  Department  of  Public  Welfare  shall  administer  and  enforce  the 
laws  of  the  Commonwealth  relative  to  the  prevention  of  mental 
diseases,  mental  defect,  epilepsy  and  inebriety,  and  the  admission 
and  commitment  of  such  patients  to  hospitals  or  institutions. 

Sec.  603.1  Commissioner  of  Mental  Health 

The  Commissioner  of  Mental  Health  shall  develop  plans  and  programs 
and  make  recommendations  with  respect  to  the  general  policy  of  the 
Commonwealth's  mental  health  program.  He  shall  initiate,  develop 
and  carry  into  effect  plans  and  programs  designed  to  prevent,  treat 
and  cure  the  mentally  ill. 

Sec.  610  Blind  and  Visually  Handicapped 

Charges  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare  with  powers  and  duties 
(in  part): 

(1)  to  formulate  policy  and  programs  for  prevention  of  blindness 
and  improvement  of  the  condition  of  the  blind. 

(2)  to  furnish  or  make  available,  if  otherwise  unavailable, 
medical  treatment,  surgical  operations,  eyeglasses,  etc.,  to 
needy  blind  persons.  (limited  to  $250/person/l8  mos.) 

(3)  to  supply  home  instruction  and  training  for  educable  blind 
persons  where  not  otherwise  available. 
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(4)  to  furnish  rehabilitation  services  for  the  purpose  of 
improving  the  e conomic  conditions  of  the  industrially 
blind  (over  sixteen  with  30$  or  greater  loss  in  binocular 
vision)  including  diagnostic  services,  vocational  train- 
ing, counseling  and  guidance,  placement  service,  occupa- 
tional licenses  and  physical  restoration. 

(5)  to  establish  workshops  or  other  rehabilitation  facilities 
in  order  to  increase  employment  opportunities  for  the 
severely  handicapped. 

Chapter  3#  Miscellaneous  Laws 

Sec.  1544*2  Equipment  and  Accessories  for  Business  Enterprises, 
Advances  to  Blind.  Leases  and  Permits,  etc. 

Authorizes  the  Department  of  Public  Welfare  to: 

(a)  advance  moneys  to  deserving  blind  to  put  into  operation 
vending  or  refreshment  stands  or  other  suitable  businesses. 

(b)  lease  locations  for  such  operations. 

(c)  lease  equipment  and  accessories  to  blind  persons. 

And  specifies  method  of  repayment  of  advances  and  amounts  to 
be  charged  for  leases. 

Act  85A  (1959)  Legislative  Session  - Making  an  appropriation  to 
the  Department  of  Public  Welfare  to  provide  grants  to  local 
communities  to  provide  for  sheltered  workshops  for  the  mentally 
retarded.
